Gen. U. S. G ra n t, w hen P resid en t of th e U n ited S tates, was know n 
as “T he S ilen t P resid en t,” for he did little talking. 
As a general also, he 
did little talking a n d concentrated upon fighting. 
L istening w as one of 
G ra n t s arts.

Knowledge is som ething universal. It is everyw here. It is in n atu re, in 
dum b anim als, in books, as well as in h u m an beings. 
T h ere is a voice, 
though silent, also, in every m an ifestatio n of life, w hether an im ate or 
inanim ate. 
How inspiring an d soothing is th e sound of th e wind, of th e song of 
th e forest and stream , of m usic in all its form s. J u s t to listen an d d rin k 
in melody enriches th e soul—a n d th e body, too. 
T h is sum m er, a t my litte island hom e, I w as b o th am used a n d in ­ 
structed, by Paddy, our intelligent Irish setter. T h e least sound he would 
c atch in his alert ears.

late E arl D err Biggers, whose detective sto ries have been read an d e n ­ 
joyed by m illions. T hey let th e oth er fellow ta lk —while they listened an d 
absorbed. 
T h ere is alto g eth er too m uch talk in th e world, anyw ay, and too little 
thinking. 
I once asked a popular w riter w here he got all his knowledge. 
I asked him w hat books he read. 
“I read no books,” he replied. 
“ I read 
people because th e n I d o n 't m ake m istakes w hen I offer my observations.”

Manufacturers and dealers pay for the privi­ 
lege of offering their products through these mediums. 
You can buy many of the hest newspapers and mag­ 
azines for less than one-fifth of their actual cost of pro­ 
duction. You listen to the finest radio programs in the 
world without paying a cent for the broadcasts. All this 
is made possible by commercial advertising. The adver­ 
tisers are glad to pay for these costs because advertising 
is an economical aid in selling goods. 
If there were no advertising, you would have to pay 
taxes to support radio broadcasting, and the various sta­ 
tions would no longer try to outdo one another in the ex­ 
cellence of their programs. 
The prices of newspapers 
and magazines would become prohibitive to many read­ 
ers, circulations would drop, and most publications 
would have to lower their standards of quality. 
This would be a tragedy to the cause of education. 
Most of us who are past school age get the bulk of our 
education from articles, talks, and music brought to us 
through the mediums supported by advertising. With­ 
out denying the value of* good books and personal con­ 
tacts, we must recognize the fact that most of our educa­ 
tional needs are supplied through the columns of news­ 
papers and magazines and through radio broadcasts. 
Tasteful advertising makes use of the best in liter­ 
ary and artistic talent. Many of the foremost contem­ 
porary artists, musicians, and writers are employed in 
the presentation of high quality advertising. Never be­ 
fore has there been such broad-scale encouragement tor 
the development of the fine arts. 
As an efficient business method and as a service to 
consumers, advertising long ago proved its amazing ca­ 
pacity. Now we must also recognize advertising as a 
power in the spread of culture and education.
